the amount paid to the same company for the main- 
tenance of the Marine school) were Yen 794,852.70. 


A comparison of the receipts and expenditures above — 
given shows an excess of the latter over the former of 
Yen 96,506.92 or a little more then 18.8 per cent. 


This deficiency, as in the preceding year, is not to 
be wholly attributed to the legitithate expenses of the — 
Post Office, inasmuch as the salaries of Officers of the 
Marine, and of land and sea conveyance, as well as 
other expenditures of these and other bureaus whose 
duties are not connected with the postal service, are 
included therein in order to avoid a complication of 
accounts. 


The estimated revenues of the past year were Yen 
654,517, while the actual receipts were Yen 697,845.78, 
fin increase of Yen 43,828.78 over the estimates. 


The estimated expenditures as published in my last 
report were Yen 786,096. This estimate, however, — 


.was afterwards cut down to Yen 782,085, a reduction — 


of Yen 4,011, consisting of the salary of myself, in 


view of my appointment as Vice Minister of the Home — 


Department, and of the salaries of many other officers 
transferred from the post office to the same Depart- 
ment in consequence of a change in the management 
of its affairs. 

The actual disbursements were Yen 794,852.70, an. 
increase of Yen 12,267.70 over the estimates, 


I greatly regret that I am compelled to report an 


increased expenditure, which, however, is solely due to 


the unforeseen interruption of the steamship mail 


service, the mail ined: since ce February of this year, 


having been largely employed in the service of the War . 


Department, and it having been found necessary in 
consequence to transport a greater number of mails 
than usual by land, a fact which has created a cor- 
responding increase in the item of expense for nett 
transportation. 


A comparison of the revenues of the past year with 
those for the preceding year shows a gain of Yen 
102,643.95, or a little more than 17.2 per cent., and a 
comparison with those of the year ended June 30th, 
8th year of Meiji (1875), shows a gain of Yen 249,318.36, 
or nearly 55.6 per cent. 


The increase of expenditures over the preceding 
year is Yen 81,108.51, or about 11.4 per cent., and Yen 
199,763.87, or nearly 33.6 per cent. over those of the 
year ended June 30th, 8th year of Meiji (1875.) 


The estimated revenues for the next fiscal year 
ending June 80th 11th year of Meiji (1878), are Yen 
750,000, which is an increase of Yen 52,154.20, or 7.6 
per cent. more than the actual receipts during the 
year just passed, and the estimated expenditures for the 
same period are Yen 784,000, which is Yen 10,852.70, 
or 1.8 per cent. less than the actual disbursements of 
the past year. 7 


A comparison of the estimated revenues and expen- 
ditures as above given, shows a deficiency of Yen 
84,000, or a little over 4.5 per cent. | 


Although there is still ‘an estimated deficiency of 
4.5 per cent. for the next fiscal year, yet, when compared 


with the actual deficiency of the preceding year, there

Is @ decrease of 9.3 per cent., and of 15.8 and 28.1 per 
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cent. respectively, when compared with those of the 
years ended June 30th, 9th year of Meiji (1876), and 
June 80th, 8th year of Meiji (1875). In view of this ~ 
continued decrease it is to be hoped that the time 
is not far distant when the revenues of this Depart- 
ment will cover its ordinary expenditures. 


Every public enterprise of great magnitude requires 
a corresponding outlay in money and time before it — 
can be expected to attain such perfection as to afford 
the highest benefits, of which it is capable, to those 
in whose interest it was undertaken, or to return any 
profit upon the investment. This was especially true 
of the Postal service, which required great expenditures 
for the establishment of numerous post offices and 
post routes, and the preparation of a vast amount of 
material in order to successfully carry out the great 
work, a work inaugurated at a date still so recent that 
it has but just arrived at a fairly complete organiza- 
tion. Mail routes must be still further extended and — 
the service increased upon those already established, 
all of which will require time, althoygh it is intended 
to make these improvements with the greatest haste 
compatible with their permanent establishment, which 
alone will afford complete satisfaction to the public 
as well as to the Department. 


We cannot at present expect any material diminu- 
tion of expenditures, nor can we give our attention 
solely to the revenues, but while carefully advancing 
the whole interests of the Department, and avoiding 
all extravagance, it is intended that no reasonable 
outlay necessary to the well ie of the service wats 
be withheld.

It is true that-in the estimates for next year not 
only is there no increase in the expenditures, which 
might reasonably be expected, but on the contrary 
there is a decrease of over Yen 10,000, and this fact, 
apparently so at variance with the statement above 
made, might, unless explained, give /Tise to @ suspi- 
cion that the Department was losing its progressive 
spirit so far as to contemplate an era of economy at 
the expense of the public interests confided to its 
charge. 


I therefore deem it proper to state that the reduc- 
tion in question does not affect those interests in any 
respect, but was rendered possible, without injury to 
the service, by the following circumstances, viz : 

1lst—The reduction in the salaries of all officials, 
which took place in January of this year. 

2nd—The greater economy which has been observed 
in the expenditures for office supplies, in accordance 
with instructions issued at the same time. - 

3rd—The improved means of mail transportation 
and consequent reduction in the cost thereof. 

Thus it will be seen that, notwithstanding the 
decrease in expenditures, the public will not be 
deprived of any benefit which it now enjoys, either by 
reduction in the number of mail routes, or in. the 
services performed thereon, nor will the Department 
be compelled to forego any of its plans for the gradual 
improvement of the postal system. 

The following tables give in detail the revenues and 
expenditures for the fiscal year ended the 30th day of 
the 6th month of the tenth year of Meiji (June 80th, 
1877).*

The number of letters dispatched to foreign countries yyumber of articles 
during the past year was 140,681, and the number of despatched and 
single rates was 246,865. The number of newspapers 
and other objects was 93,046, consisting of 141,887 
single rates, making a total of 233,677 articles or . 
888,752 single rates.

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The number of letters received from foreign coun- 
tries was 69,951; consisting of 116,284 single rates, 
and the number of newspapers and other objects was 
114,857, consisting of 163,924 single rates, making 
the total number: of articles received 184,808 and the ~ 
total number of single rates 280,158. 


The increase in the number of articles dispatched — 
during the past year, over the number dispatched 
during the preceding year, is 50,808, being 27.8 per © 
cent., and the increase in the number of articles 
received is 22,157, being 18.6 per cent. Compared 
with the number of articles dispatched during the 
year ended June 80th, 8th year of Meiji (1875), as — 
estimated by doubling the actual number dispatched 
during the half year ended at that date (the foreign 
mail service not having come into existence until 


January 1st of that year), the increase in the number 


of articles dispatched during the past year is 76,029, 
or a little more than 48.2 per cent. and the increase 
in the number received during the past year over the 
number received during the year ended June 30th, 
8th year of Meiji (1875), estimated in like manner, is 
40,934, or about 28.5 per cent. 


Since the issue of my last report, Japan has been 
admitted into the General Postal Union, and its 
stamps are now recognized as valid payment of postage 


_ to all other countries of the Union, as well as to all 


countries non-members of the Union, to which the 
former serve as intermediaries, and this without re- 
gard to the route by which such correspondence may 
be forwarded, whether vid Hong Kong or rid the United 
States. Inasmuch, however, as the Treaty of Berne

did not go into effect until June 1st of this year, 
sufficient time has not elapsed to enable me to report 
upon its operation. 


A Postal Agency was established, by this Depart- 
ment, at Fusanpo, Corea, in the 12th month of the 
9th year of Meiji (Dec. 1876), and our consular agent 
at that place is performing the duties of Postal Agent. 


A regular monthly mail service is maintained be- 
tween the above place and Japan, by steamship. — 


Stamp and receiving agencies* have been estab- 
lished in China at Chefoo, Chinkiang, Hankow, Ningpo, 
Foochow, Newchwang, Kiukiang and Tientsin, for the 
purpose of facilitating intercourse between the people 
of China and Japan, as well as of extending to foreign- 
ers, resident in the former country, the benefits of a 
postal service, pending the establishment of such a 
service by the Government of China itself.

The number of letters, etc., sent to the section of 
undelivered correspondence (where efforts are made 
to decipher or find out insufficient or illegible ad- 


dresses) was 48,550, being a little more than 1/10 of 


one per cent. of the whole number transmitted in the 
mails during the year. The number of such letters 
and packets kept over from the preceding year was 
892, making the whole number 43,942. Of these 34,- 
704 were delivered to the addressees or returned to 
the writers ; 124 were returned to the Dead Letter office 
of the United States, 7,017 were transferred to the 
Dead Letter Section and 2,097 were held over to the 
next year. 

Of the number above given (7,017) as transferred to 


the Dead Letter Section; and opened in accordance | 


with the Postal Regulations, 893 were delivered to the 
addressees, or returned to the writers, and 6,124, or a 
little more than 1/100 of one per, cent. of the whole 
number transmitted in the mails during the year, 
still remain in that section, and of these 14 contain 
money amounting in the aggregate to yen 3.70.

The total amount of government funds employed 
as money order capital, at the close of the year ended 
June 80th, 9th year of Meiji (1876), as appears from — 
my last report, was Yen 311,440. This amount, dimin- 
ished by the loss above mentioned (Yen 511.85), and 
increased by the private funds (Yen 26,500) advanced 
by postmasters, by special arrangements, gives a total 
capital in circulation of Yen 337,428.15 which, com- 
pared with the value of the orders paid, shows 4 ratio 
of 13.

The increase in the number of deposits made during 
the past year, over the number of deposits of the 
preceding year, was 7,891, being 44.3‘per cent., and 
the increase in the amount deposited was Yen 
22,644.49, being 66.9 per cent.

upon tobacco was greatly in excess of the taxes actually col- 
lected ; therefore I have this year reduced the estimate on 
this item accordingly. In addition to this, various stamp 
duties and license fees, for lawyers, partnerships, the manu- 
facture of weights and measures and the sale of medicines, 
like the tax on tobacco, had been over caleulated before, and 
have been reduced in this year's statement. The items of 
receipts from mines and government manufactures have been 
computed by the actual receipts of the previous year. In the 
navy yards the decrease in the expenditures is owing to the 
cesration of work in the Kagoshima yard, In the sales of 
government property, while the items have been greatly in- 
creased in number over the previous year, the sum total of 
receipts has been very much less than during that period. 
The accounts of the Miscellaneous Incomes have been changed 
and passed over to the Reserve Fund. The refunding of 
loans to the various Imperial princes and to the old ‘* Han”’ 
having in previous successive years been to a great extent 
completed, the amounts left to be paid this year are small. 

The diminutions in the several foregoing items of revenue 
amount collectively to 12,092,826 yen. 

While the revenues have, as above stated, fallen off during 
the year, there are three or four items in which they have 
been increased ; the most important of which I give as follows, 
viz :-— 

The Customs duties have greatly exceeded the amount 
collected from that souree in the previous year. Next, the 
products of the northern provinces have commanded superior 
prices in the market. Then the receipts from the Riu Kiu 
Han have been augmented by the advanced cost of rice. 
The estimate of returns from taxes upon sake, etc., has been 
reckoned upon the actual income of the previous year, taken 
in conjunction with the prospects of the current year. Also, 
the income from the post offices, railways and telegraphs has 
greatly increased from the fact of the facilities for traffic having 
come more and more into favor among the people. Finally, 
the fees for passports giving permission to travel abroad have 
been largely angmented by the number of people going to 
the Centennial Exhibition as well as by those traveling on 
other business. 

The total increase of revenue from all the foregoing items 
amounts to 858,122 yen, which, if subtracted from the

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


Considering the state of educational affairs of the Fu* 
and Ken® during the 8th year of Meidi, it will be seen 
that the various educational provisions have been put into 
operation and the people have gradually come to appreciate 
the value of education. In regard to the érection of 
schools and attendance of children however, the increase 
was not so great as in the 7th year compared with 6th 
year. This is because that in the 7th year the educa- 
tional undertaking was yet in its beginning, and the 
increase naturally, was exceedingly great, while in the 8th 
year, the want of schools had been in a great degree pro- 
vided for, and the children brought into the schools, while 
on the other hand the causes which prevented the atten- 
the attendance and non-attendance bad become more 
oe ‘BO wis ee re 
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industrial condition of the people varying from year to year 
will always have an effect on the attendance of children 
and must modify and influence the progress of education. 
The number of elementary schools in all the seven grand 
school districts was 24,225, of which 21,988 were public 
schools and 2,237 private schools. This, as compared with 
that in the preceding year, shows an -increase of 4,292 
public schools, and a decrease of 84 private schools, the 
total number of increase being 4,208. The total number 
of elementary school districts in all the seven grand school 
districts was 45,778. The average area of 100 elementary 
school districts is 40 square ri (about 250 English square 
miles) and the number of elementary schools within that 
area was 53. The seven grand school districts have an 
area of 18,219 square ri (about 113,800 English square 
miles) and within the area of 100 square ri (about 625 
English square miles) the number of schools was 133. 
The number of teachers was 44,501, of which 40,511 were 
male and 538 female teachers of public schools, and 3,196 
were male and 256 female teachers of private schools. As 
compared with the preceding year this shows an ‘increase 
of 7,691 male and 81 female teachers of public schools, 
and a decrease of 192 male and an increase of 51 female 
teachers of private schools; the total number of increase 
of teachers of both public and private schools being 7,631. 
The number of scholars was 1,926,126, of which 1,377,591 
were male and 426,438 female scholars of public schools, 
and wr were male and 37,629 female scholars of private 
‘This, as compared with the preceding year; 
Pee: an pe eee of male and 55,071 of femaje 
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of school age who received no education were 3,339,193 
in number. On an average, therefore, there were 35.4 per 
cent. of the former and 64.6 per cent. of the latter, of the 
school population. Out of the children of school age who 
received education during the year, there were 1,365,305 
males and 463,169 females, or on an average there were 
74.7 of boys to 25.3 of girls. Now if a coniparisop be 
made between the population and number of schools and 
teachers and scholars, it will be seen that there was one 
elementary school to every 1,404 of the population; one 
scholar to every 17.65 of the population ; and 1.84 teachers 
and 79.51 scholars to every one of the schools. As to the 
comparative attendance in the several grand school dis- 
tricts, the 2d grand school district stands first in order, 
and the Ist, 3d, 6th, 4th, 5th, and 7th follow in the order 
stated. If the attendance be considered in regard to the 
various F'u and Ken respectively, the Ken of Chikuma is 
first in order, the Fu of Tokio, and the Ken of Shizuoka 
Nagano, Nara, Gifu, Shikama, Hamamatsu, Hiogo, and 
Ashigara follow in the order named. In the above Fu 
and Ken, the number of children of school age who received 
education was more than half of the school population, 
while in other localities where the attendance was small, 
the number of children who received education was less 
than one-fourth of the school population. Now if a 
comparison be made’ between the attendance and non- 
attendance of children of school age, and between the 
numbers of children of both sexes who received education 
during the year, it will be found that there is a larger 


proportion of girls, where there is the greatest attendance, 
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and vice versa. Thus in the Fu of Tokio in the first 
grand school district, the proportion of the attendance 
to the non-attendance is 6.22 to 3.78 and the number of 
boys is 53.4 and that of girls 46.6 per cent. of the local 
school population ; showing an attendance of girls almost 
equal to that of ‘boys. In the Ken of Chiba in the same 
grand school district, the proportion of attendance to 
non-attendance is 3.58 to 6.42 (attendance less), and the 
number of boys is 8.17 per cent and that of girls 1.83 per 
cent. of the local school population ; showing a very small 
attendance of girls. In the Ken of Chikuma in the second 
grand school district, the proportion of attendance and 
non-attendance is 7.16 to 2.84 (attendance greater), and 
the number of boys is 64.3 and that of girls 35.7 per cent. 
of the local school population (proportion of girls great). 
In the Ken of Ishikawa, the proportion of attendance and 
non-attendance is 2.62 to 7.38 (attendance less), and the 
number of boys is 81.7 and that of girls 18.3 per cent. of 
the local school population (proportion of girls small), and 
sO On. 
The following table shows the school population and 
the number of scholars in each Fu and Ken, from the 6th 
to the 8th year of Meidi. It is to be observed however 
that the two Ken of Niibari and Oda were abolished during 
the 8th year of Meidi, and the former was divided into two 
parts which have since been incorporated with the two Ken 
of Chiba and Ibaraki respectively. A few villages also of 
the Ken of Chiba came under the jurisdiction of that of 
Saitama, while the Ken of Oda was wholly united with — 
that of Okayama. ‘Therefore the school population and 
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scholars of these several Kens have since greatly increased 
in number, while the Ken of Miodé having been divided 
to establish the Ken of Kagawa, the school population and 
the number of scholars have much decreased, The trans- 
ference of some towns of the Ken of Saitama to the juris- 
diction of the Fu of Tokio, and some alterations made in 
the boundaries of the two Ken of Fukushima and Iwasaki, 
were of less importance and have not caused any great 
difference in the value or significance of the statistics, 
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The educational condition of the country can be judged 
by the school attendance; but for learning the efficiency 
and inefficiency of the educational rules and regulations, 
there is no other way than to examine the degree of 
progress of the scholars. Although it is desirable to show 
the degree of progress and the number of scholars in a 
table, the reports of the Fu and Ken are not only not 
complete on the subject, but also the courses of study 
and modes of grading are different in each locality. 
Consequently if'is found a very difficult task to show in a 
general way the degree of educational progress. The 
following facts are however deduced from the reports sent 
from more than ten Ken concerning the educational 
results during the 8th year of Meidi. 

Scholars who completed the course of study of the 
higher elementary department were about 35 in number. 
Those who completed the lower elementary course were 
about 646 in number, The number of scholars from the 
2d to the 8th grade in the higher elementary department 
was 1,586. Scholars of the 1st grade in the lower 
elementary department were 615, of the 2d grade 972, 
of the 3d grade 4,617, of the 4th grade 6649, of the 5th 
grade 16,166, of the 6th grade the 30,328, of the 7th grade 
58,781 and of the 8th grade, 260,563; the total number 
being 380,277. The number of scholars whose grades and 
studies pursued are unknown were 1,545,849. There 
were 2 F'u and 28 Ken where scholars have made progress 
enough to enter the higher elementary course of study; 
and in one F'u and 18 Ken no scholars had yet advanced 
beyond the lower elementary course of study. In regard 
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to 13 Ken nothing is known about their educational 
progress, on account of the incompleteness of their re- 
ports. In some Fu and Ken where education has made 
the greatest progress, the scholars were found to have 
advanced to the 2d and 3d grades of the higher ele- 
mentary department, and even in those localities where 
it has not made much progress, the highest scholars were 
found not below the 4th grade of lower elementary depart- 
ment. So that the educational progress during the 8th 
year of Meidi was between the 8th grade of higher elemen- 
tary department and the Ist grade of lower elementary 
department, and therefore it may safely be said that the 
progress of education has not been entirely unsatisfactory. 
It is an undeniable fact that moral and intellectual 
development is quite essential for securing the happiness — 
and prosperity of the country and for promoting civilization. 
Therefore the establishment of an educational system and 
the encouragement of -general education for children of 
the school age are essential elements in the government of 
the country. Conséquently not only must provision be 
made for giving the people the benefit of education 
according to their condition, but also, school attendance 
must be sedulously encouraged and supervised. In the 
opinion of the most experienced educators it may be 
wise and politic to employ compulsory means to give 
education to those who do not know its value. Hence 
persons in any way connected with the administration of — 
education should carefully observe the existing state of 
things and take all possible measures for ag educa - 
tion in the country. bets

MIDDLE SCHOOLS. 


Of middle schools, the public establishments were 11 
and the private establishment 105 in number, the total 
number being 116. The number of teachers was 265, of 
whom 260 were native male teachers, 3 native female 
teachers and 2 foreign male teachers. The number of 
scholars was 5,620, of which 5,437 were males and 183 of 
which females. These figures, as compared with those 
in the preceding year, show an increase of 84 schools, 91 
teachers and 2,467 of scholars. 

The object of establishing middle schools being to — 
furnish courses of study in higher branches, it is not 
necessarily required that the administrative authorities 
encourage every one to attend such schools, as in the case 
of children of school age attending elementary schools; 
nor it is expected that all scholars who have completed 
the elementary course of study should also receive a 
middle school education. The real object of establishing 
this sort of schools is to stimulate those who have sufficient 
talent to enter a more advanced course of study and to 
furnish to them the proper. means of obtaining the 
advantages they desire. | 


Ni ORM. AL SCHOOLS. 


The first normal school was opened fi Rokio.in. the tith 
year of Meidi. This was followed by other schools establi- 
shed in the city of Osaka and in the several Ken of Aichi, 


Hiroshima, Nagasaki, Niigata and Miyagi during the 6th 
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and 7th years of Meidi. By means of these schools increased 
facilities were afforded for training teachers, and certi- 
ficates were continually granted to the graduates of these 
schools. The result was, that in the 8th year of Meidi, 
many certified teachers trained in the Government Normal — 
schools were sent out to various public elementary schools 
of different localities. Then the Fu and Ken authorities — 
in many instances established local normal schools, where 
men already educated were assembled, taught in the 
method of teaching and sent out to the public elementary 
schools under their jurisdiction. In this way, though the 
supply of teachers qualified for service in public elementary — 
schools was not sufficient, still the existing want was some- 
what met and the method of instruction was improved 
and the local educational condition greatly c changed 's in its 
aspect. 

In the 8th year of Meidi there were 90 normal digas 
in the whole country, of which 8 belonged to the Govern- 
ment and 82 were instituted by the local authorities. | 
During the same year, a department for training teachers 
of middle schools was established in the Tokio Normal 
school, but no students had yet been admitted. It is 
however to be observed here that, with the exception just fs 
mentioned, all the normal schools are designed for the 
training of elementary teachers; and except the Tokio 

Female Normal school and that of the Ken of Ishikawa, 

_ they are principally for training male teachers, though 
there are some instances of mixed schools. Pie 
ie. tol numberof the instructor of Normal schoo 
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number of students was 7,696, of which 7,589 were males 
and 107 female. On an average, there were 6.53 instruc- 
tors and 85.51 students to every one school and 13.09 
students to every one instructor, which, as compared with 
those in the preceding year, show an increase of 37 schools, 
296 instructors, and 2,624 of students. In other words, 
the number of normal schools and instructors was just 
double that in the preceding year, and the number of 
students increased just by one half of that in the preceding 
year. The number of students to whom certificates were 
granted by the Government normal schools was 232. In 
regard to the local normal schools, the facts are incomplete 
on account of the absence of reports, except from 8 Ken, 
from which reports were received. According to these 
reports, there .were about 665 students who obtained 
certificates from their respective schouls, and if this number 
be equally divided over the 8 Ken, there will be 83.13 
certified students to every Ken, and if reckoned in this 
proportion, there will be, it is inferred as many as 5,154 
certified teachers in the 3 Fu and 59 Ken. But as 
to the education of female teachers, there being only a few 
normal schools established for the purpose, and the opera- 
tion being yet at its beginning, the number of students — 
was not-more than two per cent. of that of male students. 

Now, as to the proportion of normal schools to the 
elementary schools, it will. be seen that there will be one 
normal school to every 269 elementary schools, and if the 
number of students be compared with that of the school 
population, there will be one normal student to every 


ST1AY of thé school populetion. It should however be 
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chserved as was to. be expected: that there. was. grea 
disproportion in the number of instructors, .someti 
there being 30 instructors in one school, and sometimes 
only one instructor; and that the number of students was 
also very unequally distributed among the schools, some- 
times there being as many as 330 or 340 students in one 
school, and sometimes the figures being as low as 18 or 19. — 

The relation of normal schools to elementary. schools is 
just the same as that of a spring to the stream which 
proceeds from it, and therefore if it is desired to know the 
condition of the elementary schoois, the condition of the 
normal schools must neceessarily be first seen. If a 
clear and pure stream is desitable, the spring where it 
originates must constantly be kept in a pure state and 
free from impurities. It may safely be said that the 
normal schools are as it were, the reservoirs in which 
alimental sap to be poured into the elementary Kept, is 
fermented. pe 


COLLEGES FOR SPECIAL SCIENCES. 


In the Tokio Kaiseigakko, the course of abuslied: ek: 
improved and books Re apparatus were provided during — 
the 8th year of Meidi, with a view of making it a model 
university. The polytechnic and mining courses previously 
taught in French and German were terminated and the 
English language employed as the principal medium: for 
instruction. The number of professors was 40, of whom 
21 were native professors and 19 foreign, The number — 
of students was 324 or on an average 8,1 to-every professors — 
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The amount, of annual expenditure of the college : 
173,940 yen, which will: be an average of 536 yen, 85 sen 
and 2 rin for each student per year and 44 yen, 73 sen and 
7 rin for each student per month. 

As to, the Tokio Igakko (Medical college), the number 
of professors was 29, of which 19 were native professors 
and 10 foreign; the number of students was 488 or an 
average Of 16.83 to every professor. Besides, there were 16 
physicians and 7 students of materia medica: The patients 
treated in the hospital annexed to the college were 609 
in number, and the patients coming for treatment were 
3,920, the total number of patients being 4,529, an average 
of 377.41 in a month, and the number of dead bodies — 
sunjpcne, to anatomical dissection during the . year was 
Soe" Sa. 
The total amount of ccenaisltd duitne the year was 
112,462 yen, 90 sen, and 7 rin, the average expense for 
each student amounting to 230 yen, 45 sen, and 7 rin per 
year, and 19 yen, 20 sen, and 5 rin per month. 

The reason why the expenditures incurred for sopipticdine 
both of these colleges have amounted to such large sums 
is this that not many years have yet passed since the 
ae of these colleges, and therefore the expenses 

for purchasing books and apparatus, for repairing buildings, 
and other miscellaneous expenses have necessarily been 
great. Besides’ this not only’ have no tuition fees been 
paid: by thovintadentay snort ‘of -whosn ‘axewaty, pean: ber 

s0 clothing and food have been provided for them.

ing as they are furnished in’éach successive year. 
The expense of clothings and food for students too should 
not permanently be borne by the Government, though it — 
may have been expedient to do so in the beginning. 
Some steps should therefore henceforth be taken to lessen 
gradually the expenses for students, so that there will 
ultimately be no such expenses at all. This is one of the 
most important subjects to which attention should at 2g | 
sent be directed. 

Besides the above colleges, thee were 6 schools of 
spécial sciences under the control of local authorities; 
namely, an Agricultural School, a Law School and a 
Medical School in Tokio; a Medical School in the Ken of 
Aichi; a School of Law and Surveying in the Ken of Ishi- 
kawa, and a Medical School in the Ken of Shikama. The

(Foreign language schools.) ;. em 

The Gwaikoku Gogakkko or Foreign Languages chool is 
language and in a general course of study con¢ ucted i Pa 
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one foreign language school, in which four languages 
French, German, Russian, and Chinese were taught. Be- 
sides the foreign language school above mentioned, there 
were 96 foreign language schools in which the English 
language was ‘used;°4 in which French, and 2 in which 
German. As compared with the preceding year this shows 
an increase of 15 English language schools, and a decrease 
of 5 French and 5 German. ‘There was one school in which 
the Dutch language was taught, but this has since been 
closed, and that Jangnage is not taught at present.’ It 
should ‘'be* observed ‘however that the’ above statement, 
except as tothe: Government’ language schools, refers to 
the different departmetits in different schools; if the 
number be restricted to the schools themselves, the tctal 
incredse was 12 in all; ‘and the’ total number of foreign 
language schools was 103. Of these 9 belong to the Govern- 
ment, 8 were established at’ the public. expense and 86 
were private institutions; 76 were in Tokio and the 
remaining 27 were in various localities. The fact shows 
thatforeign language schools are very popular in Tokio. 
The number of teachers engaged in all these schools was 
411, of which 341 ‘were’ native teachers and 70 were 
foreign.. The number of scholars was 6,765, of which 
6,392 were inales and 373 were females. This, as compared 
with the’ preceding years, shows an increase of 71 native 
teachers and a decrease of 2 foreign teachers, and alao sn 
increase of 127 scholars. “On an average there was one 
scholar to every 5,027 of the whole population, of the 
seven ae school dso horns fact ‘that ¢ the number 
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increased, and the foreign teachers have decreased in 
number, shows that native scholars have begun to make 
their appearance who are sufficiently versed in foreign 
languages to bear the duty of teaching in them. And the 
fact that the English language schools have increased 
while other foreign language schools have declined is signi- 
ficant as to what-language will be most prevalent in this 
country in the future. : 

_As to the Tokio Jogakko (the Tokio female school), 
the. building was greatly enlarged during the 8th year of 
Meidi, so. that, one hundred and fifty. scholars could be 
accommodated, and the school regulations were also im- 
proved and the course of studies was raised to a higher 
standard. It is hoped that the scRool may ere long be 
able to attain the position of a middle school.. The pro- 
gress of scholars was.also pretty rapid, as shown by some 
scholars having attained to the fifth grade, the number of 
grades being twelve. _ 

The number of teachers was 10, of. whom 2 were males 
6 females and 2 foreign female teachers, and the number 
of scholars was 127. Compared with the preceding year, 
this shows an increase of 3 teachers, and 49 of scholars, . 

The colleges and. schools of various kinds above enu- 
merated were 24,542 in number. The newly erected 
public school buildings were 502 in the Ist grand school 
.. district; 644 in the 2d grand school district, 1,045 in the 
3d grand school district, 363 in. the 4th grand school dis- 
trict, 720 in the 5th grand school district (except the two. 
pope fp ie wri school 
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number being 3,881. That is the new schools were 15,81 
per cent of the entire number of schools. The number of 
temples which ate employed as school hotises were 8,372. 
Sometimes buildings owned by the public were repaited 
and employed as school houses, or private houses wétt 
hired and used for school purpokes. The namber of tea- 
chers was 45,844 and that of scholars 1,947,143. Now if 
the number of schools, teachers and scholars be compared 
with that in the preceding yéat, it will be found that the 
number of schools had increased by 4,847, that of téachers 
by 8,108 and that of scholars by 216,9645 and on an

PUBLIC SCHOOL FINANCES. 


The amount of income of the public schools of the fa 
and ken was 6,238,096 yen 19 sen and 9 rin, which, as 
compared with the preceding year, shows an increase of 
1,874,862 yen 92 sen and 2 rin. The average amount per 
capitum of the population of the seven prand school districts 
was 18 sen and 3 rin, which, as compare with the preced- | 
ing year, shows an increase of 5 sen and 4 rin per capitutn ; 
estimated per capitut of the school population the averaye 
amount was 1 yen 20 sen and 7 fin, which; as compated 
with the preceding year, ‘also shows an inotease of 32 sen 
atid 1 rin. Now if the amount of income be vale 
with regard to the population | of each fu end ken 

ctivelys it will be found that in the Ken of Niigata 
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and Ashigara, the amount per capitum of the population is 
62 sen and 1 rin and 54 sen and 5 rin respectively. Next 
in order come the Ken of Chikuma, Kumagaya,’ wiesicigom 
others, where the amount per capitum was more than ¢ 
sen. In some ken the average amount was not more than 
5 or 6 sen per capitum of the population. 

The total amount of the expenditures was 4.210,473 
yen 99 sen and 5 rin, which, as compared with that in 
the preceding year, shows an increase of 1,015,195 yen 
and 33 sen. The average amount ‘for each scholar was 
2 yen 32 sen and 4 rin, which, as compared with the 
preceding year, shows an increase of 21 sen and 9 rin. If 
the difference between the income and expenditures be 
calculated, it will be seen that the amount of the expendi- 
tures being just 67 per cent of the inconte, the amount of 
balance is 2,027,622 yen 20 sen and 4 rin. 

Although the manner of disbursement is different in the 
different fu'and ken, being left to local convenience, still 
there are ultimately only two ways, namely the direct 
control by the local authorities, and the management. ‘by 
school districts. As to the means for meeting the éur- 
rent expenses of schools, they were ‘different in different 
ken, and the ken where schools’ were supported by. school 
fees, voluntary contributions, school funds &¢; ‘without ; 
raising any school taxes, were 7'in number. © There: were 
2 fu and 12 ken where no school taxation is is established, 
but the matter is entirely left to the convenience: of ‘= can 
school districts. And further there were oné fu and 38 
ken where the system of school taxation is established 
either uniformly over the’ local jurisdiction or according 
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to the convenience of school districts severally, The ken 
in which nothing is known about the way of supporting 
schools, on account of the absence of any reports, was only 
one in number. 

Some remarks are perhaps necessary in regard: to the 
school funds. A clear distinction must be made between 
the principal and interest of the school funds, and the 
ways of disbursement should. well be‘defined.. If this 
be not clearly understood and’ the principal and ‘interest 
be confounded, permanent, funds can never be provided. 
Therefore whatever amounts are provided should be laid 
up as permanent funds and the profits accruing from them 
should be separated as interest. As to the disburse- 
ments, it is-very desirable that all payments should be 
made from the interest only, and the principal of the 
funds should not only not be touched but as far as possible 
increased. 

As to the publi¢ schools now existing in each fu and 
ken, whether they are old or new, only a time has yet 
elapsed from the date of their first establishment and — 
therefore permanent funds for their support have not yet 
been sufficiently supplied and moreover expenses have 
necessarily been incurred for various purposes, so that more 
or less apprehensions are entertained, that the school 
funds may. at times be drawn upon. ‘Though this is quite 
inevitable in such a state of things, still itis sincerely 
expected that the above mentioned object will be attained 
in the future, by careful attention on A ert of those 
who have the control of financis 
it would not be ee to supply delicioncies, as s they 
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may occur, by strenuous efforts on the part of # 

concerned in the matter, if the country be in a state 0 
tranquility, still in case of natural calamities or the coun ry y 

being convulsed by war or disturbances, when: neither the — 
government has time to give any assistance nor the: nae 
have any surplus to meet school taxation, there’ will be 
no. means left to support schools, and théy must be left to 
_ their own fate. On the contrary, if permanent school funds » 

be. always sufficiently supplied, whatever calamities may | 

happen, schools would:stand undisturbed without expecting 
any: thing either from the government. or people, and: the 
work of education would continue to flourish without inter- 
ruption from any social commotion. Such a result.can only 
be reached by a system of financial ecininistration firmly 
and. properly established. ig te eS 


SCHOOL DISTRIC TS. 


Although the division of middle:school distviote Pa 
been altered according as the Jocal jurisdictional boundaries. 
were changed.or united, if has not had any effeet on the 
educational aduninistration. In regard to the elementary 
school districts they were first established according to

Now if the number of middle and 
elerientary school districts: be: compared with the popula- 
tion of the: seven grand ‘school districts; there will be 
one middle and one elementary school district to every 
1,382,44.25 and:'742.89. of the population respectively.

TEXT-BOOKS. 


Almost all the text-books used in the fu and ken are 
those published by the Government, and the localities 
where private editions are used ate only few in number. 
The estimated number of text books thus employed is 139, 
out of which 40 are published by the Department of 
Education, 2 by other Departments of the Government, and 
97 are private editions. Though private editions seem 
to be numerous if the number only be taken into considera- 
tion, still eight or nine-tenths of the text-books used in the 
fu and ken are those published by the Department of 
Education. If the subject be considered more in detail, it 
will be seen that, of the charts of spelling, vocabulary, and — 
phrases, there is one of each sort published by the Depart- 
ment of Education; of the model book for writing, there 
are two sorts published by the Department of Education 
and three private editions; of the book for drawing and 
readers, two sorts are editions by the Department: of 
Education ; of moral books, there is one sort published by 
the Depattdesint of Education and six sorts are private 
editions ; of historical works, five sorts are published by 
the Department of Education, one by another os. Seagate 
_ of the Government, and fifteen are private editions 
mathematical works and arithmetical charts, there are 
_ three sorts of each published by the Department of f Educa- 
tion ; of book-keeping, there is one sort published by the 
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same Department; of grammar and physiology there is 
one sort of each by private edition; of geography, there 
are five sorts by the Department of Education, one sort by 
another Government Department and twenty two sorts by 
private edition; of chemistry there are two-sorts by the 
Department of Education and seven sorts by private 
edition; of natural history, there are two sorts by the 
Department of Education and seven sorts by private edition ; 
of political economy there are two sorts by the Department 
of Education and two sorts by private edition ; of politics, — 
there are four sorts by private editions ; and of miscellaneons 
books there are five sorts published by the Department. of © 
Education and twenty nine sorts by private edition. At. 
present, the want of good books is grievously felt and — 
therefore it is most desirable that the writers of the nation 
should direct their attention to this, and compile and 
publish books adapted for promoting science and lite- 
rature.

GOVERNMENT AID FOR ELEMENTARY 
EDUCATION, . 


The annual amount of the Government aid to the 
elementary schools up to the 7h year of Meidi, was 300,000 
yen, but in the 8th year of Meidi, it was increased to 
700,000 yen. ‘The average amount per capitum of the 
whole population was there 2.05 sen, and the average 
amount per capitum of the school population was 13.54 sen. 
In disbursing this money different fu and ken have 
used different methods. Some of them distributed the 
whole amount among the schools, while others spent most of — 
the amount for normal schools, or for the purchase of books — 
and apparatus, which they distributed to each school.:|: In 
whatever way it may have been used, the ultimate results, 
which have been obtained from the money granted, viz. 
assisting the school districts and supplying deficiencies on 
the part of people, have been the same in every place. it 
is to be obsetved that the elementary schools, more than 
20,000 in number, look to the Government for some & hare 
of their respective school supplies. ae

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RECOMMENDATION FOR AN ASSOCIATION 
OF MEN OF LEARNING. 


The work of education being in its nature not easily 
cognizable by the senses is qyite different in its character- 
istics from that which is material/and sensible. As to | 
the material labors their advantage and disadvantage are 
very clear at a glance, and therefore it is not very difficult 
to improve them, according as the defects are discovered. 
Such is the case in a piece of machinery which, being ap- 
prehensible by the bodily organs, however complicated its 
construction is, its fitness or unfitness are at once perceived, 
and without waste of time or labor, it can immediately be 
improved. On the contrary, the work of education being 
quite subtle and imperceptible to the senses, its imper- 
fection can not be seen at first, and a long time must 
elapse, before its results are obtained and any errors dis- 
covered in the system originally adopted. But when such 
an erroneous system has already been implanted in the 
minds of people so deeply as to form, as it were, a second 
nature, it is almost too late and at least very difficult to 
rectify the errors. Such an unfortunate result could only 
ensue from the imperfection of the original scheme and 
the failure to obtain in regard to the subject all necessary 
information. Therefore it is very desirable to have careful 
and repeated discussions at the beginning, so that there 
may be no errors to be found afterwards. To do this, the 
men of learning of the age should be looked upon as 
mediating agencies. Though there is in the Government 
a department of education, which hes (fall: control of 
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educational matters, it can not be deemed proper to leave | 
all matters connected with education, to the absolute 
decision of a few officials. All the learning of the nation 
ought to be consulted and a decision reached according 
to the weight of reasons. There are not a few men of 
learning who hold themselves devoted to the work of educa- 
tion, and aid in its promotion by the expression of their 
respective opinions. But in regard to many matters a wise 
conclusion has not yet been reached nor a proper course to 
be pursued been pointed out. These considerations lead 
to the conclusion that an association of men of learning 
for the discussion of questions of education and literature 
would be of great service at this time. In the opinion 
of the Department, it is indispensable to institute such an 
association and to entrust to them for their opinion many 
of the weighty matters which require the highest wisdom 
for their settlement. The plan and. the regulations of 
such an association will however be reserved to another 
time. : 

The above subjects considered under their respective 
heads furnish a summary of the proceedings of the Depart- 
ment.

The Government of Japan hereby gives 
notice that Siwomisaki Lighthouse is being 
rebuilt of stone 30 feet in a North Westerly 
direction from its present position and that 
during the time occupied in removing the 
illuminating apparatus and lantern from the 
old wooden tower to the new tower a tem- 
porary light will be exhibited from the 
wooden tower. 

The temporary light will be first ex- 
hibited on the night of the 15th February 
the first order fixed light being discontinu- 
ed on that night. 

The temporary light will be a fixed 
white light it will be 155 feet above the sea 
(8 feet lower than the permanent Light) and 
will have a range of about 17 miles. 

The cut off bearings will be the same as 
before being eclipsed on the one side on a 
bearing of N.44 degrees W. and on the other 
side on a bearing of §S. 72 degrees E. 
Bearings true. 

According to the English Admiralty 
chart No. 356—1871. Siwomisaki Light- 
house is in 33 degrees 26 minutes 18 seconds 
North Latitude and is 1385 degrees 46 min- 
utes 17 seconds East of Greenwich. 

Due notification will be given of the dis- 
continuance of the temporary light and 
exhibition of the permanent light from the 
new tower. |
